courfe continued, returned. 0; by the ennemp di⸗ 
uerted) they ofthe Towne haue, of ſtopped the 
courſe thereof, whereby they of the Country of Flaunders, 
haue bene fozced to carry and convey the ſame by the Foꝛte 
of Albertus, and(o by anew 1 Dea. 
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The fiegeof Oſtend. 
8 was but an open village, yet reaſonable 
great, and woll peopled. Firft, after the comming ol Don 
Iohn d Auſtria, in the beginning of the nowe warres, fo; 
the fitte and commodious ſcituation thereof, it was made a 
Towne, and .enutroned with ſtrong walles : And after⸗ 
wardes, this Towne only, and none others among all the 
reſt of the lea townes of Flaunders remapned, and at this 
8 remapne in the poſſeſſion 03 amitie of the vni- 

pꝛouintes of Holland and Zeland,howbeit, it lieth in the 
— (as it were) ofthe ennemies Countrie, and farre 
from her friendes. And yet mangreall the ſoꝛces, and pow- 
er ok her enuironing foes, hath many times bene valiantly 
defended againſt ſund)pbeſiegings and attempts. 

Foz in the veere 1583. although the duke ol Parma, with 
his victoꝛious hoſte (after he had taken Dunkerk, and Ne- 
port, the next adioyning ſea Townes weſtward) didde in 
molt furious maner belle 4 if, vling all warlike meanes her 
dude poſſible to conquer it, was fo2ced ta giue place, and 
after that hehadcontinued his fiege fiue dapes, ſawe how 
dotelefſe it was foz him to ſpend any longer time about it, 
and thereſdꝛe departed, not effeding any thing agr able to 
dis wiched attempts. 

Afterwardes, in the yeere 1 58 5. although Monſicur la 
Motte Gouernour-of Grauching, did, with great fozce and 
difficultis winne the olde Towne by the Strand oz (ca ſive, 
which at that time was onely defended with a ſimple wall, 
62 Raueling and Palliſados, with purpoſe there pzeſently to 
intrench and defendhimlſeife , was againe with all his fo2- 

ces, like ſherpe daiuen aut ofthe ſame , leauing behind him 
foztie of his pzincipalleſt — rar and Commaunders 
with all their furniture and pꝛouiſion 


iche 
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the enemies hands (as God fozbid) he ſhovld thereby tom⸗ 
maund a moze fitte and conahovdions haitenfo2 ſhipping, 
than any other ſea Towne nowe in his poſſeſſion can yelde 
him. Yea our infollerable lofles, not ts be recouered doe 
teach vs, and as it were, with a finger poynt vnto vs, 
what ineſtimable domage might redound vnto the vnited 


Pꝛouinxes, if the enemy ſhonld commaund in this Town. 


Further, it is to be noted, that the Country of Flaunders, 


| beeing in peace, in all tarations of the ſeauenteene Pꝛouin⸗ 


ces did leuy the third peny: whereunto they haue beene fo2- 
ced by this Towne, not only during the time oftheſe wars, 


but allo, the greateſt part of the maine land hath beenc con⸗ 


ftraincd many yerres , to pay toll and contribution and fo 


ve vnder gur devotion, 


Foz which cauſes, this Towne hath with great care and 


_ inghty charges ofthe vnited Pꝛouinces bin daily fo2tified, 


and tontinually ſtrengthned, and eſpecially in the pere lin 
1609, as alſs in tis ſoꝛe parte of this pꝛeſent ſummer: 

many wozkes, J lay, haue betne deuiſev to withſtarid, and 
pꝛeuent Tye-crucll attempts of the blody eantciny , as bul- 
warkes, counterpopats, and Ranetings to che landward, 
neither hath that part lying to the Sea beene fozgotten, but 
bath bene made alſo very veferieible with heades, dankee, 
and ditches, and elpecially on the eaſt ſide of the Towne | 
where (by meanes of the weakencſle ofthe bankes) the ſea, 
with great foce is mightily bꝛoken into the land, where it 
hath ſkow2ed, and pierced a great depth; ſo that the chanel 
ol the new hauen {when the water is lo well) is nere tw, 
pikes dæpe: and doth daity ware deeper and deeper, with- 
out all doubt, the determinate wodke of God, fo; the great 
ſrengthning and playne defence of the Towne, 

They of Flaunders generally finding what annopaunce 


and great diſcommoditie this Towne thꝛeatned daily vnto 
—_— 


them, haue ſolicited and by all meanes poſſible 


their Goyernours, to beſiege, andconquer this Towne 
A 3 Oltend, 
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Oſtend, their daily cic-foze : as of late yceres ( yet freſh in 
memoꝛie) in the ycare 1596. after that the Archduke Al- 
bertus had taken the Towne of Callice, in Fraunce , they 
required him then to take in hand this peece of wozke, pꝛo⸗ 
m:ſing to giue hun twelue hundꝛed thouſand gliderns with- 
in thꝛee moneths time ( which in ſterling money is one hun⸗ 
dꝛed and twenty thouſand poundes) where vnto, after his 
Highnelſle had made ſhew to yeclde , and pꝛomiſed to fulfil 
their deſire, he gote ſome parte of the ſumme afozeſapde in⸗ 
to his handes. But donbting the cuent of the attempt, 02 
knowing howe hard a matter it was, to take it by fozce of 
armes, oꝛ how difficult it woulde be to conſtraine the ſouldi⸗ 
ers thereof by hunger, oꝛ otherwiſe, thought it ſufficient to 


ſhew himſelft befoze the Towne with his foces,and ſo qui- 


efly to departe. 

They of Flaunders herewith nothing atall pleaſed, and 
greeued with the continuall verations and incurſions of the 
ranging ſouldiers, and payment ol contributions, to pꝛe⸗ 
uent the ſame, in the yeere ol our Lo2d 1599. while our ſoꝛ· 
ces wereimployed in the defence of Bommel, had god lep⸗ 
ſure to make ſundzy fo:ts and bulwarkes, fo2 thc ſtrengthe⸗ 


ning, t defence of the wayes and paſſages about the towne 


of Oſtend. thereby (as it were with a ſmall kinde of ſiege) 
continually to trouble the Towne, and to hinder the incur- 
ſions of the gariſon: which deuice was put into theit heads, 
and the plotte layde downe by a cettaine Co2pozall of the 
Towne called Noel, who hauing befo2e long ſerued iy the 
towne, and hauing gad experience of the ſecrets thereof, 
vppon ſome diſcontentment receiued, ozſoke the Lowne, 
and ran to the ſeruice of the enemy. 

But as the experience of the laſt yeare giueth ſufficient 
p:ofe,that all the ſtrength or theſe Foꝛtes is not able to hin⸗ 


der, oꝛ defend the entrance of an Hoſte, ſo alſo it is moſt may 


nikeſt that by the tontinuall charge of the Garriſons of theſe 


Foꝛtes, 0 domage and diſ⸗ 
230 . coms 
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tommoditie, then befoze it did by the contribution fo their 
enemies, and Towne of Oſtend ;wherefoꝛe they haue been 
fo:ced to renewe their Impoꝛtunate ſute vnto his HBighnes, - 
and to ſollicit him againe to the beſieging of O ſtend, and el ⸗ 
pecially at this inſtant, knowing our foꝛces to be remoued 
karre from them, and to be ſent into Dutchland lying at the 
liege o? Berck, where they ſhould (as they imagined) haue 
long wo:ks: And ſoꝛ the better perſwading, and moze ealily 
dzawinxAfthe Archduke to harken to this their ſute, haue 
pꝛomiſed to pay him ertraozdinarily,thzee hundzeth thou⸗ 
ſand gilderns Ponthly(which is zo thouſand pounds (tar - 
ling during the time of the ſiege, and after the taking of the 
tone to pay him farther(foz the ſpace of two years) ninety. 
thoirſand gilderns euery month (which is 9000. ſtarling. 

Yereupon th.irchduke gathꝛed together al his ſouldters: 
pea ſuch as were about the riuer of Ryne & the Maſe, fo2the 
ſucco2 of Berck were ſent foz , to make their repaire into 
Flaunders and to ſerue-vnder the commaund ofthe Duke or 
Oſluna, who not long fince was to that end ſent fo2 out of 
Spaine, hy reaſon that the Archdukes campe (thoꝛow the 
long impꝛiſonment of the Admirant of Arragon , andthe 
laſt ouerthꝛowe in Flaundeis) was wholy left deſtitute and 
vnpꝛouided of a ſufficient Commaunder, and experient 
Leaders, and fo2 that the naturall Lozdes of theland, are 
in no wile reſpeued noꝛ truſted. 


Ve the fit day of zune (afterthe new Eile) t — 
mie came befoze Oſtend, about none, with 
giments of fotmen,which were sight thouſand men — 
— (notwithſtanding the Spaniards ge- 
nerally dilliked ofthis enterpꝛiſe, and counſelled the contra⸗ 
ry, who(as is repozted) do wholly diſlike of this fiege : and 
among the ref ,.two common ſouldiers that hadde bene 
the laſt yeare pꝛiſoners in Oſtend, obſtinately maintains 
0 ing theinunable firength at this Towne, were an 
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taken and hanged : foꝛ theertreamewantaf the thꝛie hun- 
d2ed thouſand gilderns, to be payed monthly, as befo2e is 
lade, carnming very ftp fo2 the payment of the mutined 
foutdiers , and alto the hope to dzawe our fo2ces from the 
ſtege al Bercke,into Flanders, fea the better ſurniſhing af hun 
fo , + poriievting of fuch wants ag might happen to. Oſt- 
end: and perhaps thinking ſodamnly, and with al hisfo2ce to 
ouercharge the towne befoze it hould be ſuecozed , haue bin 
the icons to bꝛing thArchdukes fo2cey now befoze Oſtend. 

The Duke of O ſſuna pꝛeſentiy ſought to paciie the. gar» 
riſon of 1flabella , which had heldze mutined fa2 their pay: 
and the nert day folowing,being the fixt day of July, moum⸗ 
ted x pexces ot a2danance againſt the caſt fide of the towne 
vpon the Downes, and with theſame beganne fiercely ta 
play vpon the Towne. 

There were then in the fowne in garriſon one and twen⸗ 
ty Anczents af ſundzy Regiments, ann oue campany of 
Burgers, o: Towneſmen , al under the: direction and 
conuvaund of Captayiis Vander Noot. Chefe pꝛeſentiv, 
pꝛepared themſelues ta their defence, making harmeleſſe, 
and diſplacing ſome ofthe enemies artillerie: And labour- 
ing hard. tu make a new way oz hauen, betwene thcheads, 
to the end the paſſage of boates and tipping. might be kres⸗ 
ed from the oꝛduuaumce ofthe ennemy. 

And the ninth day of July, afterthat they had ſent away 
the molt parte of their wines and childzen, they receiued 


inta thx to une (aut of Zeland)2:8.cdpantes ofſpuldiers, with 
ots, andaſt athar mouiſinm of war. 


Chetenth day ſir Frances Vere, with night: companies 
— — 
iſuedout ofthe: Towne with u people, extrenchang him: 
ſelfe on the die: plottes. of grum next vnta;: the walics, 
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with great fozce and reſolution ſallied vpon the enemy with 
eight hundzed men, on the weft parte ot the towne, and ſet 
vpon the Campe, which lay farre off diuided from each o⸗ 
ther, with waters and mariſh grounds, and can not eaſily, 
oꝛ in hoꝛt time come to ayde each other. In which ſaliy,the 
ennemy loft (as was certified by Letters from Antwerpe) 
aboue eight hundzed men, and among the ſame, one coznet 
ofhozſemen : and, ifthe whole foꝛce ef the ennemies hoꝛſe⸗ 
men, had not the ſwner come to their apde, it was moſt ap- 
parant fo all mens indgements , that fir Frances had dꝛo⸗ 
uen the fotemecn to great confuſion , and taken from them 
their Oꝛdonance. 

The fiue and twentieth day ſir Frances Vere did agapne 
iſſue out of the Towns with fiftenc hundzed men, and be- 
ganne to intrench betweene Iſlabella and Grootendorſt , on 
a high ground, which in times paſt was an old Churchyard, 
where they of Iſlabella and Grootendorſt were accuſtomed 
to bury their dead, and is a very ũtte and apt place, to ſepe⸗ 
rats and cutte off theſe two Foztes from each others helpe, 
and to open a faire way to thoſe of Oſtend , to the flatte and - 
plains land. To which place ofburiall, the next day, ber⸗ 
ing ths ſire and twentieth day ol July; the ennemy came 
with th2e thouſand men, and after her had bene thzice re- 
pulſed, and put to the woſt, toke the place, but waspze- 
ſently with great fo2ce and dexteritie dꝛiuen from it agayne, 

The ſame day tenne companies of ſouldiers arriued at 
Oſtend, and were receiued into the Towne , which were 
ſent thither by her Paiettie from London » ſo that now the 
Towne was furniſhed ( withinthe wakes and without) 
with lixtie andſcauen companies, which made vp nere the 
number of ſeuen thouſand men: theſe tenne companies a- 
fozelapde, were pzeſently employed againſt the enemy,who 
tewed themlelues very valozous , and did, both then, and 
lince, paſſing gad ſeruite, although many men were of o. 
pinion, that W foz any ſeruice, by 
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reaſon they were rawe, and had not beene trayned. 

On the other ſide, the Archduke daily ſtrengtheneth and 
encreaſeth his Campe, as well with ſouloiers, as with oꝛdo⸗ 
nance, playing continually on the weſt ſide with 26. pœces, 
and on the caſt ſide with nine pertes of oꝛdonance, but moſt 
ok his ſhotte liteth vppon the houſes , whcreof many are 
defaced and beaten.downe ; Foz, this ſire and twentieth 
dap of July , and befoze , there had bene diſcharged vppon 
the Towne ſirtene thouſand ſhot, and againſt the ennemie 
from the Towne had beene counterchanged ſir thouſand, 

M oꝛeouer, there were alſo receiued into the Campe ſome 
parte ofthe new ſouldiers which came out of Italie, and had 
beene appoynted fo2 the ſuccour of Berke, foz firft there arri⸗ 
ued eight hundꝛed men of thoſe companies, and afterwards 
five and twenty hundzed moze were ſent fo2, part Italians, 
and part Spaniards: and beſides theſe , xx. men moze out 
ok all the other Ancients vnder the gouernment of the Erle 
of Barlamont and Bucquoy, who, foz this cauſe , were foz- 
ted to diſcharge their wagons, and other pꝛouiſions, befoze 
by them taken vp, and meant to be vled in raiſing the ſiege 
befoze Bercke. 

There are cightene companies appoynted euery night 
out oł the Town, to garde ſir Frances Veres trenches on the 
ſouthweſt parte ol the Towne , who vaily falleth out vppon 
the ennemp, with other ſouldicrs ofthe Zowne , and haue 
oftentimes llayne mary ofthe ennemies, wounded moze, 
which haue beene ſent to Bruges from the Campe, o that 
their Ho pitalles are full of wounded ſouldiers, and many 
Captaines, and men of great accompt, aſwell Spaniardes, 
Italians, and others, haue bene flaine in theſe conflictes , 
and amongeſt the reſt, a Colonell of the Spaniardes was 
h2ought to Dunkerke, and there firſt burycd in his armeur, 
and aitcrwardcs taken vp againe, and put into the carth in 
a Friars werde, with great ſolempnitie. i 

Du Sondap, being the ſixe and twentieth day of July 

_— | 
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lalt palt᷑, was a great ſkirmiſh with the ennemy, which con- 
tinued very long, and was with great furie, valour, and re⸗ 
ſo lation maintained on both ſides, the ennemy ſupplying his 
ſc. ers with freſh companies, bꝛinging ther, foure, and 
flue companies at a time, and they otthe Towne ſeconding 
their parte continually with newe ſupplies, and with like 
numbers, fo that in the end, it ſeemed rather a little battell, 
than a ſkirmiſh , ſometime our prople being ouermatched 
with the kreſh companies of their ennemies, were loꝛced to 
giue ground: but pꝛeſently againe, with their new ſup, ies 
from the Towne, couragiouſly pꝛeſſed into the thickeſt ofthe 
enimies, mahing them likewiſe to retire into their trenches; 
and thus it continued long, ſometimes the one parte, and 
ſometimes the other giuing ground, vntill theennemics 
hoꝛſemen came in, to ſuccour their fotemen , wherevppon 
our men returned into {heir trenches, and into the Towne, 
after they had llaine and ſpoiled many of their enemies both 
hoꝛle and fte. But if our men had bene furniſhed with 
hoꝛſemen, the ennemy had loſt many moze men than hes 
did, both in this ſkirmiſh, and all others befoꝛe: but hett 
in, the enemy hath had the vantage of vs during this ſlegez l 
notwithſtanding it hath bene w2itten from Callice, that U 
ter this fight, there were carried out ofthe Campe fo Bruges” 
thꝛer ſcoꝛe and ten wagons laden with wounded men, alid 
in euery wagon was tenne men at the leaſt: but when they 
were bꝛought to Bruges, they ofthe Towne woulde not re⸗ 
teiue them, ſaping that they had their Yoſpitalles alreadie 
full, and cou lde receiue no moꝛe, and therefoze required that 
they might be conueped to ſome other townes. It was af- 
terwardes repozted, that the ennemy loft in this ſkirmiſh 
450. men, beſides thoſe that were wounded : neyther was 
this attempt accompliſhed, without loſſe on our ſide, 
Saterday, being the firſt day of this pꝛeſent moneth of 
Anguft, they ofthe Towne iſſued againe vpon the ennemp, 
and with great furie(after they had continued — 
| 15 2 
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halte houre) foꝛted theni to retire tothcir trenches, flaying 
fome 80, oftheir enemies, as nere as could be iudged: but 
the hozſemen of the enemy comming in vpon our ſouldiers, 
they returned into the Towne, with ſmall lofle en our part. 

It is repoꝛted by ſome that came very lately from Callice, 
that on wedneſday laft, being the fift day of this pꝛeſentmo⸗ 
neth of Auguſt, there was a great Skirmiſh begunne by 
thoſe of the Towne , to hinder the enemies appꝛoach vnto 
the walles, which was with fierce reſolut!cn long continued 
on both ſides, and that they ofthe fowne (with great laughs 
ter ol their enemies) had taken thze oz flue perces of oꝛdo⸗ 
nance, and bzought the ſame into the Towne, but how cer⸗ 
taine this is(being but a repozte)J cannot wꝛite, the tructh 
thereof will be hereafter better knowne, 

Sir Frances Vere without the Towne doth daily foztify 
his trenches ; and the Gouernour within the Towne, with 
earth raiſeth the wallcs, thereby to auopde the daunger of 

the enemies Qhot,which his Pighnele ſpareth not, but be- 
Koweth ſo liberally vpon the Towne, as if he found ſhot and 
| 25 powder aboundauntly in the Downes, o: ſand⸗hilles: and 
withall, labozeth to raiſe a new Cauallirie, with bauen and 
a tarth, thereon to plant moze ozdonaunce, and to ſhate in⸗ 
to the Towne, on the ſouth ſouthweſt five, Thus they are 
tarneſtly buſied on all des, the one, no the other (paring as 
ny colt oꝛ laboꝛ to annoy their enemp, and to defend them⸗ 
ſelues, and that thing which to day is net thought vpon, is 
the next day put in pza&iſe , with new deuiſes and war like 
ſtratagems, the one raiſing vp, the other with his oꝛdonance 
beating downe his ennemies wozks,that the lame may rot 

be finiſhed,o2 bꝛeught to perfection, 

It is alſo w2itten rom Ant werpe, that the Infanta in 


perſon come into the Campe, and that the pacing 


© udenburgh, to the end he may himlelfe in perſon gi 
der in thele affaires: time will teach vs to knowe wh 


lite her ſhal reape by theſi his trauels i ineſlilmadle he. 
ut 
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But at her returne from the Camp to Bruges, ſhet bꝛoght 
with her ſundzy Companies of Souldiers, but they of the 
Towne denxed to receive them, ſaying they had no nerde of 
any new Garriſon,but if it pleaſed her highnes to come into 
the Towne with her accuſtomed trayne,ſhe ſhould be wel- 
tome: but as foz her Souldiers, they were not minded to 
take them into the Cittie. 

Such as haue come outof Ollend very lately, and like- 
wiſe from Vlaſhing , repozte fo2 certaine, that within the 
Cowne of Oſtend, there wanteth not any thing, fit fo2 the 
defence thercof, and that all vicualles are very plentifull, 
Engliſh bere is ſoldefoz two ſtiuars the kanne, great meas 
ſure, foz which there is no exciſe papde , Sir Frances Vere - 
giucth the ene mie daily ſo much to doe, and keepeth him ſo 
well octupied, that he knoweth not well which way to turne 
him, oz what her may well beginne to annop the Towne: 
and it is thought by many men of god iudgement, that her 
wiſheth he had not come to beſiege O ſtend, ſeing he findeth 
ſo ſinall hope to carry it, but would rather be with his camp 
from thence, if he knew how with credite to departe. 

Lately the enemy remaoued nine peeces of his o2donance, 
from the eaſt to the weaſt ſide : his oꝛdonance made it verie . 
dangerous to enter by the accuſtomed hauen, except it were 
in the night time, bat ſince the making of the laſt, 02 middle 
hauen, all things are carried in and out without any daun⸗ 
ger ofthe enemies hot. And on the ſouthwett ſide the enne- 
my b2ingeth great v2e of bzuſh and bauen fagots towards 
the trenches ol r Frances Vere, thinking by thatmeanes ſo 
to mount ſome oꝛdonaunte, that he may beate fir Frances 
fron his trenches , and ſo being his battering peces neerer 
vnto the walles, 02 elſe, to beate the Towne on the ſouth 

On the ſoath fide, the enemy hath raiſed a mount, from 
Whence hee beatcth the houſes, but ſpecially the Church and 
Dteeple, which is wholy defaced , othermiſe, he toeth ſmall 
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annoyance to the Towne , ſometimes with his ſhot killing 
a man: but ſuch as come out of the Zowne affirme, that ſoz 
euery one the Towne loſcth, the enemy loſeth fiuc 02 ſire, 
Thep of the Towne, haue themſclues , vntiled and taken 
dow:ne many houſes, and alſo vnpaucd the ſtrertes, to thend 
the ſame might with the enemies ſhot, the leſte ann oy them, 

The Goucrnoꝛ and fir Frances are not pdle , but employ 
all their labour and indattrie, both within the Towne and 
without, to raiſe mounts, and to nich ſuch other wozkes, 
as are moſt behouefull fo2 the ſtrengthenmng ok the Towne 
againft the enemies foꝛces, and to that end, ſuch ſouldicrs 
as will woꝛke, and employ their time that wap, eyther by 
day oꝛ night, haue ri.d, the day, and ri. d. the night. 

And becauſe the enemp chall the better be kept from ap⸗ 
pꝛoching the walles, they of the Towne haue cutte the Sea 
banckes, ſo that the Sea water enutroneth the Towne on 
the ſouth fide, from the eaſt to the weaft parte, in ſo much 
that the towne ſeemeth to and in an Jland, which thꝛeat⸗ 
neth great hurt to the land and countrie thercabouts, and 
may (in time) gro we very daungerous. | 

The enemies perceiuing them pf the towne fo be very fil, 
and thoſe likewiſe offir Frances Veres trenches to hold them 
ſclues moꝛe quiet than they had bin actuſtomed, ſent out a 
ſouldier to eſpie their doings: one ofthe ſouldters that came 
from London ſpying this ſtragler, demanded of ſuch as wer 
next him in the trenches, what he meant thus to appꝛoache 
their trenches: it was anſwered, they knew not, except hee 
tame as a ſpie: then quoth the Engliſh ſouldier, J will goe 
out and talke with him: pꝛeſently he made toward this ſtrag 
ler, and making but few woꝛdes, they fell to blowes, and ſo 
tontinued a god ſpace, the camp on thone ſide, and the town 
on thother, beholding them, x noting which did beſt: In the 
end they were both wounded, and ſo departed: the Englich⸗ 
man bꝛought with him his enemies hat, and a ſtaffe 02 halle 
pike, which he valiantly won and bꝛoght into the * 
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inte the beſieging ofthis Towne , the fiue Gallies of 
Sluice were atſea, and (meting with two ſhips laden with 
marchandize, which came from Dort in Holland, hauing 
a ſhippe of warre fo2 their conuoy and defence) there began 
a hote fight on both ſides, and it continued long: the ſhippe 
of warre beſtowed his ſhot ſo well, that her did great ſpoyle 
to the Gallies, and lewe many oftheir men, but in thend, 
the Gallies be2dcd the ſhippe, (and firing her) did, without 
mertie, put ſeauentie ſixe men to the ſwoꝛde, and ſaued one⸗ 
ly ten perſons, which, oꝛ the moſt part, are ſhoꝛn, aud made 
flaues, it was repoꝛted, that this ſhippe ofwarre was, by 
ouerſight, ſet on fire with their owne powder: but by Let 
ters out of Holland, it ſeemcth to be otherwiſe, fo2 it is wꝛit⸗ 
ten from thence , that it pleaſed God to ſaue one man verie 
mp2:aculouſly , who (committing himſelke to the mercic of 
God, and of the mercile(ſe Seas, vypon a pete of a Waſte) 
rather than her woulde fall into the handes of his blody eu⸗ 
nemies: after he had lo floated vpon the waues of the Dea 
an houre oꝛ two, he was taken vp by another ſhip , which 
(by Gods p2ouidence ) had ſpyed the man thus dꝛiuing on 
the water. This man (after his comming into Holland) 


made true repoꝛte hœreok, as is aboue declared. — 


Within the Towne , nere vato the welt end, they haue 
raiſed a mount, whereon is planted twelue cannons , and 


fire demy canndas, wherewith they beate downe, and de⸗ 


face the ennemics wozkes without. 

Laſtly, ſuch as canic on wednelday laſt out of Oſtend, be⸗ 
tizg the fift day of this pzcſent Auguſt, repoꝛt, that the enemie 
hath theſe eight dapes lapne till, and done nothing, and 
atficme, the ſouldters of Oſtend to be of an inuincible cou- 
rage, not eſtœm ing any fozce of the enemy, and that there 
is no caule offeare,no2 want, foꝛ all things are daily in moſt 
plentifuil ſoꝛt bzought vnto them, aſſuring themſelues, that 
the ennemp ſhall ( in the end) be fazced to depart with ſhame 
and diſhonoz,and perhappes with greater lofſe than he now 
thinketh vppon , which God fo2 his mercies ſake graunt, 
Amen. Finis. 
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
